CITATION AND NOTIFICATION OF PENALTY 


We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) 
(AW A), as described below. 


Date of Violation: June 17, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care 
(dealers and exhibitors). Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain 
programs of adequate veterinary that include the use of appropriate methods to 
prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, and the availability of 
emergency, weekend, and holiday care. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care for 1 female Scottie that 
was rubbing its head on the floor and shaking its head. APHIS 
observed that the skin at the openings of both ear canals was thickened 
and swollen, and had dark, waxy debris. 

Date of Violation: June 17, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 3.1(c)(l)(ii) Housing facilities, general. Surfaces - General 
requirements. The surfaces of housing facilities - including houses, dens, and 
other furniture-type fixtures and objects within the facility - must be constructed 
in a manner and made of materials that allow them to be readily cleaned and 
sanitized, or removed or replaced when worn or soiled. Interior surfaces and any 
surfaces that come in contact with dogs and cats must be free of jagged edges or 
sharp points that might injure the animals. 

You failed to replace a piece of tin that had been used to repair the side 
of a building in an enclosure. The area that had previously been 
covered by the tin had exposed, sharp edges. 

The penalty for the alleged violation(s) described above is $857. 
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
